1. The NQDD has become more active since the return to Vietnam of Vu Houg Khanh 
in 19) and of Xuan Tung, aka Thuan, in July 1950. Discord within the VNODD 
was us parent while its leaders were still in Chine and the party is now 
divired into three factions, led by Vu Hong Khanh, Tran Cuang Minh and Phan 
Trazk 


a. Wu Hong Khanh's followers include the nationalists like Triov hot Hung 
and Trinh Danh who returned with him from China. This group is more 
concerned with military than political affairs, Khanh therefore hopes 
to profit by the unsettled pulitical situation to gain control of in- 
portant positions in the national government. through which he might 
secure partial or complete military control of North Vietnam. Khanh 
envisages the establishment of an anti-Communist front in tye China~ 
Vietnam border area. The French doubt Khanh's sincerity and he has 
encountered difficulty in gaining support for his faction of the VNQLD. 
He has attempted unsuccessfuly to sniist the support of his forner 
classmates at the Thanh Do military school in Chine, members of the 
former National Youth Group and several students at the Yen ‘Bay ite 
fantry School. As a result, he lacks sufficient military and political 
leaders to serve as a mcleus for the development of his partys Khanh! s 
faction is also at a disadvantaze because of the antagonisn of other 
political grouns toward his close advisor, Trieu Viet Hung .. 

bo Tran Quang Minh is supported by prominent individuals such as Nguyen 
Van Luc, Nguyen Ba Ghau, Bui Dinh and Xuan Tung, with whom fia had 
established contact before his return from Hong Kong. Minh's godect tive 
is the wiification of all former YVNODD elements into an anti-Communist, 
anti-Bao Dad Government organization to be called the Dan Chu Cap Tien. 


Xuan Tung acts as “inh's representative in frequent meetings a Phan 
fram's group at the Chinese: Consulate - in net to discuss meang of 
_ ptrengtheningand unifying the vNonD. still supports the Chinese 
Nationalists and used to publicize their mi2 itary ‘victories in his 
news reports. It is also possible that Pung is in contact with Neuyen 
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Tuong Tam*; the two often met in secret conference in flons Kong > Tre 

has made no effort to regain contact with Yu Hong Mhenh since they 

quarrelied in Kunming and Minh hes been uncble to effect a conciliation 

betwoen them primarily because of Tung's violent dislike of ithanh’s 

assistant, Trieu Viet Thanh. 
Minh recerittly began publication cf 2 newspaper called Tieng Thet. He 
has asked Truc Chi, a former staff member of the netionalist Fanoi 
newspaper Giang Son to direct Tieng Viet. 


¢c. Phan Tram's faction supports the union of the NOD and the former 
ai Viet Quoc Dan Dang (DVODE), of which Tram was « member, inte a 
clandestine organization, Tram feels that the party would fave little 
chance of success operating openly until French control ef the Bao Dal 
Government, is removed. Although Trem and Tran Quanz Minh are agread 
on the desirability; of unifying tne various IN°DD groups, they have 
reached no definite plan of acticn. .

The VWNPQDMH is led by Hoang Nam Hung and Nong Quoc Long. When Hung and tong 
raturned from China, they wore accom-anied by several young nationaliss fron 
various parties. The party members dispersed after their arrive] in Hanon, 
however, end Hung and Long are currently sttempting to increase the Chinese 
as well as the Vietnamese membership. The VNPQDYMH is primarily a wilitary 
organization patterned on the Chinese military system: Hong's essistant 
was trained at the Thanh Do military school. Pham Van ‘iao, Governor of 
Central Vietnam, has incerporated several VPQDMY meahers into the era of 
Central Vietnam based at Hue.

Thai employs his 
son-in-law, Hoi, to aid him in gaining ths support of the Flite Gronp cf 
Hanoi, a faction represented by Le Toan ad Vewyen Xuan Chu, whe haintain 
contact wth Tran Trong in, Vietramese Draaier «under the Japanese in 2945. 
Thai himself works among the youth groves. Hs tried to contact the formor 
Quec Gia Thanh Nien Dean (Group of Nations) Youth), but its leader, Le Van 
WNnan, was unable to reunite the dispersed mombers of the party. Eis attempt 
to gain the support of the Phan Tram faction of the YNQODD also failed beceuse 
of Tram's antagonism toward Lim Dee Treag.

‘Gao Dai Pope, Pham Ngoc Tac, that the party disperse altogethor. ‘Mai Ngoc 


Thien, the most active Viet oan member, plans to nominate Le Trong Nxen for 
the post of Governor, in order to secure Sis support for a resumption of 
Viet Doan activity.
